change, and  certainly  a powerful 
as  well  as  a beneficial  concern”. 

So  Wiley  M.  Griffin,  as  presi- 
dent, was  thinking  when  he 
went  to  Washington  recently; 
but  when  he  got  there  (as  it  was 
told  at  a Farm  Bureau  meeting 
we  attended  in  Alabama  the 
other  evening)  he  found  the  Cal- 
ifornia Associated  Raisin  Com- 
pany a tiny  thing  compared  to 
the  great  agricultural  interests 
as  they  are  regarded  by  the 
members  of  Congress. 

Mr.  Griffin  found  at  Washing- 
ton, however,  that  there  was  a 
powerful  organization  of  farm- 
ers which  had  the  entree  every- 
where; which  was  listened  to 
with  respect,  and  which  was 
able  to  compel  recognition  be- 
cause it  represented  over  a mil- 
lion and  a half  of  farmers. 

On  his  return  to  California 
Mr.  Griffen,  calling  attention  to 
this  great  and  powerful  organi- 
zation, the  American  Farm  Bu- 
reau Federation,  wrote  to  every 
raisin  grower  urging  immediate 
affiliation  with  the  local  Farm 
Bureau  Center.

The  Exchange  is 
doing  your  business.  It  needs  volumes  of  business  to  be  able  to 
sell  cheaply.  The  above  parties  all  bought  a large  variety  of 
commodities  on  which  they  could  not  pool  in  carload  lots,  from 
the  Exchange,  and  admitted  they  made  a good  saving  by  so  do- 
ing. 

Stick  by  the  Exchange  and  the  total  effect  will  help  you  and  help 
your  neighbor.
